Announcer Yo Claude says South 
Africa's Mbeki had arrived in Cote d'Ivoire. He said there would be a 
debate on the current crisis, including the right for foreign military 
aircraft to land in another country. LIDHO Human Rights League 
Chairman Ngoiun Claih appeared on TV to give the league's position on 
the current situation. He said in view of the crisis human rights 
violations had increased, adding that the civil society community had 
not been stakeholders in the resolution of the crisis. He said: "LIDHO 
observes, with regret, the recent developments" of the Ivorian crisis, 
adding that LIDHO condemned the killing of the French soldiers and the 
US civilian. He said the league was appealing to President Gbagbo so 
that his "appeal for calm" could be heeded on the ground, adding that 
French President Chirac should throw more light on his country's "deep 
military involvement" in Cote d'Ivoire. 


1200 gmt: Public announcements followed by patriotic songs. 


1215 gmt: Bishop Joseph Ake, representative of the conference of 
bishops appeared on TV to appeal for calm. He said the bishops 
presented their condolences to the French, US, and Ivorian families 
that lost loved one in the attacks. He urged the Ivorian political 
leaders to calm down so as to move towards peace, adding that they 
must avoid the drift towards "civil war". However, he said the bishops 
wondered why France played a "double game" in Cote d'Ivoire, adding 
that France's retaliation was "disproportionate". 


1230 gmt: Lawyer Tacore said French forces reacted because France 
pupils, the rebels, were being defeated. He said that from a legal 
standpoint, France's destruction of Ivorian military aircraft violated 
the law and amounted to a "declaration of war". 


1249: An estate surveyor, Libi Koyata, said his association had 
donated medicine worth CFAF500,000 to the wounded people at the 
Yopougon University Hospital. 


1252: University Lecturers' Association representative Prof Nea Kipre 
urged all the elected officials and MPs to come out in large numbers. 
Patriotism is not limited to a particular age, says Kipre. He said 
that elected officials should not leave the struggle to the young 
patriots. 


1300 gmt: Regular newscast

1145 gmt: Mobilization unit called on patriots to give names of 
victims of the crisis. 


1200 gmt: Youth leader Ble Goude said: "French tanks must go back" to 
their barracks by leaving the two bridges and the airport. He said 
young patriots must use all means to move to Hotel Ivoire to counter 
the French forces. "They want to intimidate us," said Ble Goude. This 
was followed by more interviews with studio guests and patriotic 
songs.

Half of BBC staff face the axe By Alexa Baracaia, Evening Standard 


The BBC is planning to axe as many as 50 per cent of jobs across the 
board, insiders revealed today. A raft of cuts is being designed to 
prove the BBC is giving value for money before a review of its 10-year 
royal charter in 2006. 


High-ranking sources say earlier rumours of 6,000 losses from 28,000 
staff may turn out to be a wild underestimate. 


It has also emerged that Director-General Mark Thompson is planning to 
announce the cuts in four weeks - at least two weeks earlier than 
expected. Unions have been told to set aside two dates, 6 December and 
9 December, to meet management. 


The new dates will fuel speculation of unprecedented job cuts that 
bosses want to announce as far from Christmas as they can. A source 
said: "They know if they wait another week or two it's going into the 
Christmas period." 


Mr Thompson is expected to reveal the results of four wideranging 
reviews he launched on his first day in the job in June. 


It was thought he would report on three - commercial activities, 
moving staff to the regions and general cost-cutting - this year. The 
fourth study, into production and commissioning, was seen as the most 
complex and unlikely to be complete until the New Year. 


But sources told the Standard today they expected him to make all the 
announcements in one go. 


Job losses would then increase dramatically, especially if the BBC 
chooses to pre-empt government proposals that independent companies 
should produce half of all programmes - not a quarter as now. 


"That would have impact on a huge number of BBC staff," said 
Luke Crawley, an official for broadcasting union Bectu. 


Meanwhile, BBC News and Current Affairs is expected to lose at least 
30 per cent of its personnel. 


Among staff tipped to be moved out of London are those on BBC Five 
Live, sports and children's programmes - but these services are 
already spread around, giving rise to speculation that the regions 
will suffer huge individual job cuts. 


The BBC says staff have been consulted in a series of forums. 


But one insider said: "It's basically the BBC saying ‘This is the 
plan, what do you think? We're moving some big departments out, is it 
a good idea?’ But staff aren't actually being encouraged to say, 'No, 
actually, it's not'. The feeling is the management has already taken 
these big decisions." 


A BBC spokeswoman insisted: "It would be wrong to say there aren't 
going to be job losses and redundancies [but] any figures are no more 
than speculation. 


"There is no answer on anything until the governors meet at the end of 
this month. Any losses or redundancies would be phased over a period

Thompson made the comments in an e-mail to BBC employees this 
afternoon after the Evening Standard reported the London- based 
broadcaster was planning to cut as much as 50 percent of its 
workforce, BBC spokesman Guy Bailey said. 


The BBC, which is funded by a license fee on every TV set in the 
U.K., is under pressure to save money and improve its operations ata 


time the government is reviewing its state funding. Thompson, who was 
appointed in May, has started four reviews into BBC operations, 
including looking into the future of its commercial branch BBC 
Worldwide and finding ways to save money, and plans to report on 
their outcome on Dec. 7. 


"Inevitably, staff numbers are one of the issues we are looking at in 
the context of value for money but the idea that anyone anywhere in 
the BBC is seriously suggesting making half of the BBC redundant is 
simply preposterous," Thompson said in the e-mail. 


The Evening Standard newspaper earlier reported that Thompson was 
planning to announce the job cuts in four weeks, citing unidentified 
sources close to the BBC. That report is "ludicrous," spokesman Bailey 
said. 


On Dec. 7, the BBC will publish the review of its programming 
division and whether it should move its services out of London. 

The BBC, founded 82 years ago, came under pressure in January after 
an inquiry into the death of a U.K. government weapons scientist 
criticized its editorial control and its governance. The Jan. 28 
report by Lord James Hutton led to the resignation of its then BBC 
Chairman Gavyn Davies and director general Greg Dyke. Michael Grade

"IT haven't seen any firm recommendations from the VFM review yet, so 
anything you read in the papers is pure speculation in any event. We 
will be discussing the reviews with the Governors towards the end of 
November and, as I said in my email on Monday, I will be sharing the 
real conclusions with you on 7th December. I know it's difficult, but 
I really would urge you to ignore all the speculation until then - 
unsettling though I know it is. 


"T'll also be setting out a broader vision for the BBC on the 7th, 


which the reviews are there to enable, with much more detail about our 
ambitions and our programme strategy - in other words, setting up why 
I believe we have to change and where I think we need to invest more 
than we do at present. This is not an exercise in cutting services but 
in enriching them and about spending more, not less, of the licence 
fee on the air."

HECO WILL TEST BROADBAND SERVICE VIA POWER LINES

Hawaiian Electric Co. next year will conduct a large-scale 
demonstration of technology to deliver new services, including high- 
speed Internet, via power lines. About 100 homes in Pearl City will 
test the so-called broadband power line technology. 


For HECO, the technology offers the ability to read electricity meters 
remotely and monitor its electricity network. For consumers the 
technology also could provide a high-speed Internet alternative to 
cable and digital subscriber line Internet providers. 


"The primary driver for utilities is what we call enhanced utility 
services," said Jay Birnbaum, vice president for Current 

Communications Group, a Germantown, Md.-based broadband power line 
technology and services provider working with HECO on the project. 


In addition to increased reliability from improved failure detection, 
broadband systems could offer utilities the ability to establish 
different electricity rates for different times of the day, Birnbaum 
said. 


Pearl City customers selected for the technology trial will face no 
added charges, said Lynne Unemori, Hawaiian Electric Co. spokeswoman. 
The idea is to test the technology over both overhead and underground 
power lines. 


Broadband Internet service also will be provided, though that won't be 
HECO's focus. "It could be used for that," Unemori said. "For HECO, 
improving service to our customers as an electric utility is kind of 
where we're focusing." 


HECO said it had no time frame for any commercial use to its 275,000 
customers. It has been testing the new technology at 10 homes in 
McCully for the past two years. 


"It's a new kind of thing," Unemori said. "We'll take it one step at a 
time. "As far as we're concerned, we're still doing the technology 
trials." 


So far power line-based broadband services are available to relatively 
few homes nationwide. Current Communications plans through a joint 
venture with Cincinnati-based Cinergy Corp. to provide broadband power 
line service to 40,000 to 50,000 homes in southwest Ohio by year's end 
with the goal of signing-up 250,000 homes in three years, Birnbaum 
said. 


Eventually the technology could be a third major entrant providing 
high-speed Internet connections to the home, along with telephone and 
cable lines. 


"Broadband power lines, as an industry, our goal is to be a competing 
third-line business --- competing head-to-head with cable and DSL,"

Hi Glen[n], You might be interested to know - that the recent Aurora 
(Aurora Australis) on the 8/11/04 almost reached UHF frequencies here 
in Australia. The MUF reached an incredible 216.26 MHz (our Channel 
11) for over an hour. I was alerted by a strange raspy carrier coming 
from 45.25 Hedgehope NZ around 15:00 AEDST (Australian Eastern 
Daylight Savings time). [0400 UT] 


I logged virtually every VHF TV channel from 0 to 11. Exceptions were 
Ch5A 138.25 (Which I forgot to check for) & Channel 8 189.25 (local TV 
Txer here). I also logged 3 NZ channels (45.25, 55.26 & 62.26) as well 
as American Samoa KVZK-2 (55.25 Mhz) for the 1st time off aurora. The 
FM band was literally FULL of signals, often with stations battling on 
the same frequencies. The Aurora lasted from 15:00 to 19:20 AEDST.

THE SUN IS MORE ACTIVE NOW THAN OVER THE LAST 8000 YEARS

The Sun is More Active Now than over the Last 8000 Years, is said in 
a press release from the Max Planck Institute in Germany. An 
international team of scientists has reconstructed the Sun‘s activity 
over the last 11 millennia and forecasts decreased activity within a 
few decades. 


The scientists have analyzed the radioactive isotopes in trees that 
lived thousands of years ago. As the scientists from Germany, Finland 
and Switzerland report in the current issue of the science journal 
““Nature’* from October 28, one needs to go back over 8,000 years in 
order to find a time when the Sun was, on average, as active as in 
the last 60 years. Based on a statistical study of earlier periods of 
increased solar activity, the researchers predict that the current 
level of high solar activity will probably continue for a few more 


decades. 


The research team had already in 2003 found evidence that the Sun is 
more active now than in the previous 1000 years. A new data set has 
allowed them to extend the length of the studied period of time to 
11,400 years, so that the whole length of time since the last ice age 
could be covered. This study showed that the current episode of high 
solar activity since about the year 1940 is unique within the last 
8000 years. This means that the Sun has produced more sunspots, but 
also more flares and eruptions, which eject gas clouds into space, 
than in the past. The origin and energy of all these phenomena is the 
Sun*’s magnetic field. (R. Bulgaria DX Program Nov 5 via John Norfolk,

The geomagnetic field, through midday on 07 November, was at mostly 
quiet to unsettled levels with brief periods of active conditions at 
mid latitudes late on 03 November. At high latitudes, an isolated 
period of active levels were observed midday on 04 November while on 
03 November, an isolated period of minor storming occurred midday on 
the 3rd. By 1800 UTC on 07 November, activity levels increased to 
minor to severe storm levels as separate CMEis from the major flare 
activity earlier in the week arrived at Earth. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 10 NOVEMBER - 06 DECEMBER 


Solar activity is expected to be at moderate to high levels through 
12 November when Region 696 departs the disk. Activity levels are 
expected to decrease to very low to low through 15 November. 
Thereafter, low to moderate activity levels are expected as old 
Regions 687 (15 November), 691 (18 November), and 696 (26 November) 
are due to return. 


A greater than 10 MeV proton event is possible with major flare 
activity from Region 696. The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at 
geosynchronous orbit is expected to be at high levels on 10 fi 13 
November. 


The geomagnetic field is expected to range from mostly unsettled to 
major storm levels early in the forecast period. Shocks from CME’s 
related to additional flare activity observed after the summary 
period, along with effects from a geoeffective coronal hole wind 
stream are expected to influence the geomagnetic field through 11 
November. Thereafter through 03 December, the field is expected to 
remain mostly quiet to unsettled. From 04 A 06 December, a recurrent 
coronal hole wind stream is expected to become geoeffective.

HF PROPAGATION FALLING VICTIM TO STRONG SOLAR WINDS

NEWINGTON, CT, Nov 10, 2004 --- As HF radio conditions drift in the 
doldrums, the Space Environment Center (SEC) reports that geomagnetic 
storm activity spiked into the “‘extreme’* (G5) category over the 
past 24 hours. A result of disturbances in Earth's geomagnetic field 
caused by gusts of ‘‘solar wind’* blowing past the planet, 
geomagnetic storms have adversely affected HF radio propagation over 
the past few days and even resulted in limited radio blackouts. 
Although things had calmed to ‘‘moderate’* (G2) by 2000 UTC, 
geomagnetic storm activity at the G5 level can affect more than just 
radio propagation. Severe geomagnetic storms also can abruptly 
increase drag on spacecraft and even cause electrical power blackouts 
on Earth. 


*“*T don’t know when it will end,** said Tad Cook, K7RA, who compiles 
the weekly ARRL propagation bulletin. He said during heavy solar wind 
conditions, amateurs typically experience north-south propagation. 
““It isn’t that north-south connections are enhanced during heavy 
space weather, ~ he explained. “‘It is the only propagation that still 
works during conditions like this.*° 


The recent space weather conditions also have resulted in auroral 
displays visible as far south as the Middle Atlantic states over the 
past weekend. The SEC estimates that G5-scale geomagnetic conditions 
will occur on four days of each 11-year solar cycle. 


The forecast shows the Planetary A index increasing over the next 24 
hours, from 40 today to 50 or greater on November 11, although it’s 

predicted to drop to 10 on November 12 and move even lower over the 

weekend. During the height of the current solar cycle, values topped 
150. 


The Planetary A index relates to geomagnetic stability. Magnetometers 
around the world are used to generate a number called the Planetary K 
index. Every 24 hours the K index is summarized in the Planetary A 
index. Small changes in the K index are significant. For example, a 
full day with the K index at 3 will produce an A index of 15, a K of 
4 would mean an A of 27, a K of 5 would generate an A of 48, and a K 
of 6 would produce an A of 80. 


““Generally, the higher the latitude of the measuring station, the 
higher the K and A indices reported,’ * Cook says. *‘This is because 
the effects of geomagnetic instability tend to concentrate toward the 
polar regions of the globe.’ ° 


In terms of radio blackouts --- disturbances of the ionosphere caused 
by X-ray emissions from the sun --- the SEC reports conditions as 


moderate (R2) over the past 24 hours but nil as of 2000 UTC. The SEC 
determines the radio blackout value using X-ray measurements from the 
primary GOES satellite. The chance of an ‘‘extreme’* R5-level radio 
blackout is less than one per 11-year solar cycle. 


Solar radiation storm activity has been *‘moderate’* (S2) over the 
past 24 hours and continues at that level. This degree of activity 
can have small effects of HF propagation through the polar regions, 
the SEC says. 
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
